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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: contrary to Applicant's argument that the IBM 
TBD does not teach reoxidation of a polysilicon gate structure, the IBM TBD clearly shows in FIG. 2C that portions of the gate oxide (a part 
of the polysilicon gate structure) is further reoxidized to form a part of the recessed oxide which causes an uplift in portions of the nitride 
layer proximate the peripheral edge of the gate structure. In response to Applicant's argument that the lift is not from reoxidation of the 
polysilicon, the Examiner respectfully agrees but note that such features were not recited in the claim. Claim 46 merely recites "the uplift 
caused by reoxidation of the gate structure". Obviously, "the gate structure" is not the same as "the polysilicon".
